To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The League of Nations is one of the 
principal issues of the campaign. It is@ 
settled issue in other civilized nations. 

The Democratic party has appealed from 
the decision of the Republican Senate to 
the national electorate for ultimate judg- 
ment. The voters will decide whether 
there is a conspiracy in the Senate to de- 
‘eat the league in order to defeat the Dem- 
ocratic party or whether certain Senators 
are honestly short in vision and deficient 
in statecraft. 

In case the present league members 
had adopted reservations like those of 
‘Lodge, the whole organization would 
amount to an international fiasco or 
“ecrap of paper.” Republican reserva- 
tion would cut the heart out of the 
league, leaving it a potential military ma- 
chine in disguise. Our refusal to join 
the league would be construed as our de- 
cision to depend on our traditional 
“splendid isolation,” faith in fate, or our 
capacity to defend ourselves against the 
world. 

League opponents would have us be- 
lieve we would be drafted to fight the 
battles of foreign Powers. The fact is, 
our Obligations would be the same as that 
assumed by each and every other mem- 
ber thereof. Mutual concessions by mem- 
bers of the league are vitally essential to 
its success. It does not require a states- 
man to understand that the League of 
Nationg could not function efficiently un- 
less invested with supreme authority in 
international matters. And such authori- 
ty must be conceded or “surrendered” by 
the contracting Powers thereof. 

Concegsion of such authority would 
necessarily curtail the individual mem- 
ber’s rights in order that there should be 
a council in the league with supreme au- 
thority. God help us to join the league, 
so that In all human probability Senators 
Lodge, Harding, Borah, Johnson, Reed, 
Knox et al., will never again have occa- 
sion to send three million of “our boys” 
across the ocean to fight the battles of 
Kings and Emperors as well as our own. 
Militarism is not destroyed—it is merely 
quiescent. The rejection of the league— 
and vital reservations are equivalent to 
rejection—means the revival of militar- 
ism on a stupendous scale.

| If words mean anything and inference from indl- 
rect sentences deliberately framed to be vague is 
justified, Senator Harding is opposed to the ratifica- 
tion of the peace treaty in any form. Amid a mass 
'of high-sounding phrases about “America first,” 
|coupled with American aspirations to serve mankind 
/as well as herself, to rehabilitate the world and re- 


| ing’s speech of acceptance which seems to us suUSs- 
| ceptible of only one interpretation—it is this: 


| In the call of the conscience of America is 
| peace, peace that closes the gaping wound of 
world war, and silences the impassioned voices of 
| international envy and distrust. Heeding this 
call and knowing as I do the disposition of Con- 
gress, I promise you formal and effective peace 80 
quickly as a Republican Congress can pass its 
| declaration for a Republican executive to sign. 
| Then we may return to our readjustment at home 
and proceed deliberately and reflectively to that 
hoped-for world relationship which shall satisfy 
both conscience and aspirations and still hold us 
free from menacing involvement. 


Translating this paragraph into direct language, 
we take it to mean that the Senator favors the adop- 
tion of the Knox or a similar peace resolution declar- 
ing a separate peace with Germany; that if he is elect- 
ed he will approve such a resolution and then will 
proceed deliberately and reflectively to attempt the 
framing of a new peace covenant and the organizing 
of some sort of League of Nations which might not 
disturb our peace, comfort or profitable activities in 
chasing the nimble dollar. 

The significant thing about this paragraph is that 
Senator Harding definitely places himself with Sen- 
ators Johnson, Borah, Reed and other bitter-enders in 
opposition to ratification of the existing peace treaty 
in any form and against Taft, Hoover and a great 
body of Republicans who want the treaty ratified 
with reservations. 

The issue is joined with the Democrats on ratifica- 
tion. The “solemn referendum” which the President 
wanted and expected fs in the hands of the people.

he is to get it. It must be borne in mind that the’ 
peace treaty has been ratified by all the other as- | 
sociated nations and the League of Nations organized. |

Since President Wilson is not accused of violating

The autocratic | 
methods complained of seem to be merely Wilson's 
methods of attempting to gain his ends—he has not 
gained all of them—and will perish with expiration 
of his official term.

We are deeply interested, however, in the Gen- 
ator’s pledge to be a party President and to subordi- 
nate his own personality and convictions to the 
counsels of his party.

Or a combination of these and others—a sort of 
composite President? The question is vital. If the 
President is to surrender his convictions and his in- 
dependence of action to any set of men acting in the 
name of a party, it is vital to know who they are. 
Whose is the master’s voice which he will obey? 


Naturally, a President will work with and through 
party associates to accomplish ends he believes to be 
good. But our ideal of a President is a man of con- 
victions, with the courage of his convictions, who will 
not hesitate to stand for his convictions, even, if 
necessary, against his own party. We want a people's, } 
not a party, President—not a party mouthpiece and 
marionette doing the bidding of a group of party 
leaders. 


We are not afraid of a President who uses all his 
resources of mind and character to carry out his con- 
victions, even against the influence of his party coun- 
selors, but we are afraid of a President who is réady 
to yield his convictions and surrender his power to 
party counselors, who may be merely special interests 
in disguise. 


“America first,” which the Senator repeats fre- 
quently, with the evident intention of making it his 
campaign slogan, means nothing without a specific 
definition of policies and methods by which the wel- 
fare of America is to be promoted. Does it mean that 
we are to work for America in the narrowest sense 
of selfish endeavor, regardless of the conditions of 
or our relations with other nations, or does it mean 
that we are to conserve our own peace and prosperity 
by fair co-operation with other nations to conserve 
and promote general peace and prosperity? There is 
a destructive, blind selfishness, as there is an en- 
lightened, constructive selfishness; there is a foolish 
generosity and a wise generosity. The part of wis- 
dom, we think, lies in wise generosity, co-operation 
with others for mutual benefit; among nations co- 
operation to establish just dealing and peace. Where 
does Senator Harding stand, having rejected the only 
immediate path to co-operation? 

Apert from these points, the only definite pledge 
the Senator offers is for discriminating Panama Canal 
tolls in favor of our vessels, against public owner- 
ship in any shape or form, and for a protective tariff. 

For the rest he deals tn much excellent sentiment 
concerning harmony between labor and capital, pa- 
triotism, Americanism, law and order, fair dealing, 
business prosperity, etc., etc., but without a sentence 
that stirs the imagination or reveals a better order 
of things than the existing order.

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MR. BRYAN’S NOMINATION. 


The nomination of Mr. Bryan for President by the 
Prohibition party was an act of inspiration. Logic 
guided and gratitude illumined the convention's de- 
liberations. Never was preferment more completely 
won, never distinction more worthily bestowed. It is 
a pluperfect choice. The God of Things as They Are 
and The God of Things as They Ought to Be may 
drink to the health of the candidate named at Lin- 
coln in whatever ambrosia is constitutionally per- 
mitted on Olympus. 

And the time chosen for conferring this high honor 
was the appointed hour. A month ago the Repub- 
licans at Chicago had scorned Mr. Bryan’s proposal 
to include prohibition among the achievements to 
be pointed to with pride. Later at San Francisco the 
Democrats listened deferentially to the old eloquence 
end cheered according to ancient custom, but, like the 
Republicans, the Democrats also told Mr. Bryan, in 
effect, to run along and sell his grape juice. Instead 
of the triumphant song, the Anti-Saloon League's 
superman was heard mumbling the “cold dirges of 
the baffled, the sullen hymns of defeat.”
